A N E W CHA RTER. 


T he Assembly delegation from Sacra­ 
mento county, at least so much of it as was 
elected from this city, is engaged in ex­ 
am ination of the City C harter and the 
general M unicipal Act, w ith a view of im ­ 
proving our form of city governm ent. The 
general Act is not satisfactory. 
In some 
respects it is an im provem ent upon the 
previous charter, but as a whole it erects 
too much m achinery for city government 
purposes. 
W hat we need is a consolida­ 
tion of offices. 
It certainly should be 
possible t' levy our taxes upon the basis of 
the county assessment roll, and thus do 
away with the office of City Assessor. 
There is no need for a M ayor of such a 
city as this, to lie paid so high a salary as 
th at now allowed. 
Economy may be prac­ 
ticed in th i; direction. 
T he F ire D epart­ 
ment can certainly lie managed by the city 
legislative board, and the friction and ex. 
pense of a Board of Fire Commissioners lie 
saved. 
I t would not he wise, however, to 
abandon a Board of Education. 
The edu­ 
cational officers should be kept as free as is 
possible from political influence, and the 
departm ents of the city other than educa­ 
tional. 
W e need to have our tax collec­ 
tion system brought under the rule of the 
Code .

distin. t votes in wards. 
It is, however, 
wise to provide for a distribution of the 
legislative board, so far as residence is con­ 
cerned, according to wards or districts. 
T hat A ct w ill he best that brings th e local 
governm ent nearest to the |toople. 
Hence 
wc hold that there should !<• no attem pt 
to legislate specifically in the Municipal 
A ct as to methods an.1 details of govern­ 
ment. 
The very best charter any city 
can have is one giving the city full power 
to legislate for itself, so long as there is 
no contravention of the Constitution and 
th e gen: ral laws. 
W hy not perm it the 
people by ordinance to create their own 
system of m anaging the affairs of the city? 
They are alone interested; all their inter­ 
acts arc conservative, and all th eir acts 
will be I? muled in operation by those in­ 
terests. 
W hy not then, we repeat, perm it 
the city to prescribe the powers and du­ 
ties of her officers, to create such office 
only as she finds necessary, and to adm in­ 
ister her affairs according to her own de­ 
sires? 
B ut to do this will be taking a 
long step in advance. 
The Legislature 
will be slow to pass a general Act giving 
this freedom of action to c ities of this class. 
It has so long lieen the custom of the State 
body to legislate for localities and pro­ 
scribe ju st how they shall lie governed, 
th a t it will he a herculean task to break it 
up. 
There ran he no doubt, however, but 
Uiat the tim e will tom e when the State 
will realize that th e wisest economy is to 
perm it cities to legislate for themselves. 


THE CHINESE RESTRICTION DECISION. 


The Supreme Court of the U nited States 
has decided that Congress meant something 
very different from what it really intend­ 
ed in pasting the latest Chine.sc restriction 
bill. The decision will tend to cripple the 
effort to enforce the Restriction Act. 
The 
Court declares that, as it could not have { 


cases, and it will, on exam ination, be found 
to be in accordance with right principles 
of construction. 
T he injury to the coun­ 
try will result, not so much from this con­ 
struction given, hut from the extrem e diffi­ 
culty of ascertaining the tru th from C hi­ 
nese witnesses. 
A distinguished traveler, 
who lectured in this city recently, and who 
has made a study of Chinese character, 
pronounced the Chinese a nation of liars, 
and proceeded to show th at this is true 
and the natural result of the code of 
m orals upon which Chinese civilization 
rests. 
W e have to do then w ith a people 
who do not recognize the binding obliga­ 
tions of an oat’n, and whose readiness to 
falsely lias 
been 
exemplified 
in every Court in California. The in­ 
structions Issued from the Treasury De­ 
partment relative to the landing of Chi­ 
nese on our shores indicate the latent 
hostility at the East to the restriction 
legislation, and the effort of the people of 
the Pacific coast to protect their civiliza­ 
tion from the injury resulting from contact 
with a non-assimihtble class. This spirit 
of antagonism yielded under political 
pressure, and now that no near campaign 
stands in the way, it is again asserting 
itself. 
But there cannot he a great num­ 
ber of Chinese who departed from the 
United States prior to the Act of 1882 and 
after the ratification of the treaty. 
It is 
needful now to exorcise still closer scrutiny 
regarding those who will claim to land 
under the ruling of the Supreme Court, 
and to do our utmost to unearth perjury. 
The effect upon the class that seeks to 
evade the Act of 18S4 will lie good, and 
will operate to prevent frauds against the 
law. 
If, however, our Courts and rules of 
evidence prove to be inadequate against 
the perjury of the claimants, there will 
remain one other thing to do, and that is 
to again treat with China for still further 
modification of the Convention of 1880. 


SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS. 


The Board of Supervisors have passed 
resolutions calling upon Congress to m ake 
the Chinese Restriction Act more stringent. 
The Sisters of Mercy report th at in the 
week ending December titli there were 71* 
girls in the Magdalen A sylum and Indus­ 
trial School. 
T he exam ination of Isaac L. Lang, the 
defaulting Secretary of the Independent 
Order of Chosen Friends, has been contin­ 
ued by Judge Lawler until the 22d inst. 
An inquest was held on M onday over the 
body of Felix Matter, who was shot on last 
Saturday afternoon bv Paul Levienx at No. 
1830 Mission street. The jury charged the 
letter w ith m urder. 
D uring the late storm the sea-wall was 
damaged to the extent of $25,000 or $50,000. 
D uring the gale the tugboats made extor­ 
tionate charges, one of them dem anding 
$2,500 for towing a ship away from the 
sea-wall. 
J. Ilen ra’uan, the plum ber and would-be 
m urderer who last m onth attem pted the 
life of his wife, a janitress of the Denman 
School, lias turned up in a new rule. On 
Monday lie took laudanum with suicidal 
intent, and was saved by the stomach 
pum p. 
Sergeant Birdsall and posse raided three 
Chinese lottery establishm ents Monday, and 
at lialf-past 10 o’clock in the evening the 
saloon of Charles l’etersen, No. 21 New 
M ontgomery street, was entered, and eight­ 
een w hite men captured in the m idst of a 
drawing in full blast. 
Chinese arrivals in this city since the 1st 
of January to date are over 2,000 in excess 
of the arrivals for the whole of the year 
1533. About 1,000 more came during June, 
the m onth ! fore the amended Restriction 
Act w ent into force, than in the correspond­ 
ing m onth of last year. 
Complaint is made that m any obscene 
pictures and m uch obscene literature are 
sold in thi? city. 
Even the school children 
have been found in the possession of inde­ 
cent photographs. 
Many of the vile pict­ 
ure? are sold in Chinatown. Two China-' 
men engaged in the vicious business have 
been arrested. 
Frank AY. (jeseke, a rancher from San 
Mateo county, presented him self at the 
Property Clerk's office on Monday after­ 
noon to recover certain property which he 
possessed on Thur.-dav night when he blew 
out the gas and retired to rest in his room 
at the A hlborn House, and which was 
taken from him when lie was in a sem i­ 
asphyxiated condition. 
The regular annual meeting of the stock­ 
holders o f the Southern Pacific Railroad of 
Arizona was held Monday, and the follow­ 
ing officers elected:

Both Captain 
D itdleyand Mate Steve;;? pleaded for mercy, 
in view of their terrible situation when 
the deed was done. 
Lord Coleridge said it 
was the jury’s privilege to recommend the 
prisoners to ’ mercy, and then he sentenced 
them to he hanged, but w ithout the black 
cap. 
The Secretary of State for the Home 
Departm ent advises the Queen to respite 
the captain and mate.

SENATE. 


W a s h in g t o n , December 9th.—Hule called 
up the naval appropriation bill, which, at 
the close of the last session, was in the 
hands of the Conference Committee, and 
as that comm ittee reported it had been u n ­ 
able to agree, he moved the Senate further 
insists on its am endm ents, and that a new 
conference be ordered. 
Sherm an introduced a bill to provide for 
a statue to the mem ory of Lafayette. 
Slater called up the Oregon Central land 
forfeiture bill, but the Senate, by u vote of 
29 aves to 30 noes, refused to consider it. 
It was then decided by a party vote—ayes

The bill to provide for the sale of the 
Cherokee Reservation in A rkansas passed. 
The bill to am end the sections of the Re­ 
vised Statutes, w hich prohibit the delivery 
of registered letters and the paym ent of 
money orders to lottery companies, passed. 
The am endm ent consist in striking out the 
word “ fraudulent,” so as to cover lotteries 
generally, not merely “ fraudulent ” lot­ 
teries. 
H arrison addressed the Senate at length, 
advocating the admission of the new State, 
and pleading for a non-partisan consider­ 
ation of the subject.

The bill provides that Congres­ 
sional and State elections shall be helilon 
the same day in that State, and each can­ 
didate for Congress shall be perm itted to 
appoint in w riting one inspector and clerk 
at each voting precinct, who shall be per­ 
m itted to witness all the proceedings. 
It is 
made a crime, punishable w ith fine and 
im prisonm ent, for any person to assault, 
intim idate, threaten or insult any inspector 
or clerk.] 
Consideration of the interstate commerce 
biil having been resumed, Barksdale ad­ 
dressed the House in a constitutional argu­ 
ment in support of the right of Congress to 
legislate ou this subject. 
H orr favored the appointm ent o f a com­ 
mittee of inquiry, with power to inquire 
into each particular case of injustice on the 
part of railroads, and to compel the com­ 
panies to furnish all the data necessary to 
investigate 
each 
transaction. 
Reagan’s 
substitute, H orr asserted, discrim inated in 
favor of roads in certain States, and against 
those w hich 
necessarily went 
through 
several States. Jt would strike down all 
the cheap rates of the AVest and South, and 
the cheap transportation of Hour and 
wheat from Kansas to Minnesota would be 
a thing of the past. 
It. would put dear 
bread into the m ouths of the great work­ 
ing millions of the East, instead of cheap 
bread. 
H e liad no sym pathy with that 
class of men who simply inveighed against 
railroad companies because they were cor­ 
porations. 
It was a cheap kind of business 
for men to go about crying “ monopoly.” 
The great w alth of Gould and Vanderbilt 
had not been taken from the pockets of 
laboring men. The roads they built they 
paid for. They had m ade money by buy­ 
ing poorly-managed roads, putting brains 
into them and m aking them profitable. 
T heir gain was legitimate. They ma le 
money in another way. 
Not from the 
laboring men, hut from m en who went 
into W all street, and then thought they 
were sm arter than “ those old fellows.”

were becoming prosperous by extortion in 
charges, he would go us far as any man to 
correct the evil.

That Jeff Davis Letter. 
• 
W ashington, December 9th.—The Star 
to-night say s: The statem ent of General 
Sherm an, made in St. Louis, th at he inter­ 
cepted a letter, w hile on his m arch to the 
sea during the war, from Jeff Davis to “ a 
prom inent Southern General, now a m em ­ 
ber of the United States Senate,” proposing 
a Southern dictatorship, w ith Davis as Dic­ 
tator, has been contradicted by the latter. 
The Confederate Generals who are now in 
the Senate are Messrs. Ransom, H am pton, 
Butler, Colquitt. Morgan, Maxey, W illiams, 
Cockrell and Mahone. Each one of these 
Senators, except General Mahone, who is 
not here, was seen by a Star reporter, and 
asked if they had ever heard of any such 
letter. They all declared they never had 
u ntil they read General Sherm an’s state­ 
m ent made in St. Louis. 
None of them 
believed th at any such letter was ever w rit­ 
ten by Davis. 
In strong term s some of the 
Senators accused General Sherm an of hav­ 
ing fabricated the story of the letter. 
In 
addition to the ex-Confederate Generals 
now in the Senate, there are Messrs. Vance, 
Lamar, George, Vest, Riddieberger and 
H arris, who were in the service of the so- 
called Confederacy, but did not rank as 
Generals. They also declare that they had 
never heard of such a letter until General 
Sherm an made his assertion. 
In fact, 
among the ex-Confederates of the Senate 
the opinion that Davis never wrote such 
a letter is alm ost unanim ous. 
Some of 
them th in k General Sherm an's mem ory is 
deceiving him , and others believe that 
he m anufactured the story to get out 
of a tight place. One of the Senators said : 
“ The letter which General Sherm an says 
was forwarded to W ashington, along witli 
other captured papers, etc., will never be 
found. General Sherm an will assert that 
it m ust have been lost while in transit, and 
thus lie will try to wriggle out of his fabri­ 
cation.” 
Senator Brown, of Georgia, has 
been m entioned as the member of the 
U nited States Senate to whom the Davis 
letter is said to have been addressed. To­ 
day. to a Star reporter, Senator Brown said 
that he had no recollection of ever having 
heard that sueli a letter was supposed to 
have been w ritten to him . 
H e added, 
however, th at before being interviewed he 
preferred to learn just w hat General Sher­ 
m an had said.

LOCAL 
INTELLIGENCE. 


Thk Cask o f A. I). J anuary.—In De­ 
partment One of the Superior Court yester­ 
day the Grand Jury was in attendance, in 
order that counsel for A. D. January might 
exercise the right of examining the jurors 
as to whether they had felt any biasagainst 
the defendant, be not having had the priv­ 
ilege of challenge when the jury was im­ 
paneled. 
All the jurors present testilied 
that they had acted upon the case without 
bias, but of course it was impossible to 
show that John Chatterton, the member of 
the jury who died last Saturday, had also 
been without prejudice. Henry Edgerton, 
■counsel for Mr. January, argued that the 
indictments found should be set aside, as 
his client had the right to interrogate each 
and every member of the jury, and Mr. 
CUatterton s death had denied him of this 
privilege. District Attorney Carey contested 
the claim, holding that twelve oí the jurors 
agreeing upon a true bill were sufficient. 
Two witnesses were put on the stand, but 
they could not testify further than that 
they had not heard Mr. Chatterton express 
him self as prejudiced against the defend­ 
ant. After considerable argument, the Court 
took the matter under advisement until 
this morning. 


Cases Continued.—The cases of Thomas 
F. and Alice S .Costello, accused of robbery, 
in getting a man drunk and then taking 
him in a hack to the vicinity of East Park 
and nibbing him, were continued for the 
term, on an affidavit of the defense that an 
important witness was absent 
The case 
o f C. It. Clark, who killed A. M. Wain- 
wright last August, was also continued for 
the term the defense claiming that an im ­ 
portan! witness, who, they had just learned, 
after diligent inquiry for a long time, was 
a resident of Philadelphia; and another 
important witness also failing to be pres­ 
et. The theory of the defense is presumed 
to have been outlined by the statement of 
counsel that defendant, in 18(38, was badly 
injured by a .blow on the head in Texas; 
that in 1873 lie was thrown from a hand­ 
car on the Union Pacific Railroad, in the 
Territory of Wyoming, and severely hurt 
about the head and elsewhere; and iu 1370 
lie was sunstruck and rendered unconscious 
for several days. The physician who at­ 
tended him after the accident in W yoming 
is the witness ascertained to be now living 
in Philadelphia. 


Glanderf.d H orses in Y olo.—Dr. Mc­ 
Collum returned 
yesterday 
from Y'olo 
county, where he had been in the employ of 
the Board of Supervisors of that county, in 
hunting out the diseased horses. He says 
he reported a large number of cases. In 
many instances the horses were destroyed, 
but a* a general thing there was an ellorl 
on the part uf the owners to cover up or 
evade the cases, and an indisposition to 
obov the law. 
The Supervisor* of the 
county, wishing to test the matter, brought 
a suit against a man by the name of Kinkle. 
In July last horses in his possession, which 
were badly plundered, were condemned. 
Instead of destroying them be ran them off 
into Napa county, to await the result of the 
Courts of Yolo county. The authorities of 
Yolo in this ease wish to ascertain whether 
or not he has that authority. 
Dr. McCol­ 
lum, in liis private practice, found several 
bad cases, all of which were immediately 
destroyed. 
Notably was one ease, an ani­ 
mal belonging to G. Hunt, and valued at 
$500.

exhibits last September, the observations of 
commendation made by exhibitors from our 
neighboring cities and from Eastern visitors 
must have been highly gratifying to every 
member of this Board ami every citizen of this 
city. 
The Immigration Association of California 
has done all that it agreed to do. It has been 
doing good, faithful work lor the section of 
country tributary to us, and we will be reaping 
its benefits for a long time to como. They have 
just issued a pamphlet on the “ Resources of 
the Sacramento Valley and Tributary Country.” 
treating separately the lands, topography, soil, 
resources and general advantage, etc., of twenty 
counties of this section of the State. 
A perusal of this pamphlet will repay you 
well. One ol the first matters for the current 
year coming before us was the m atter of insur­ 
ance for the Pavilion. After a consultation with 
the Directors of the 8tate Agricultural Society, 
an insurance was effected which the character 
of the building and its future permanency in 
this locality demanded. 
Our next effort was in the direction of secur­ 
ing the passage of the Glascock bill in Congress 
for the appropriation of $100,000 foi a public 
building in iliis city. The bill passed one house, 
but we failed in having it called up out of order 
iu the other house belore the close of the ses­ 
sion. This measure should again be demanded 
through our united delegation to Congress from 
this State. This city has thus far been neglected 
by the Government in everything but the col­ 
lection ol tribute, and the commercial, political 
and general importance of the city demands 
that the erection of a suitable public Govern 
ment building should receive favorable consid­ 
eration from Congress. 
The efforts that this Board made, bearing on 
the non-forfeiture by Congress of the land grant 
of the California and Oregon Railroad, and the 
completion of that important enterprise, was 
also a failure, doubtless owing to the inaction, if 
not shortsightedness, of our sister Board of a 
lurger neighboring city, and to the general 
sweeping cancellation measures pushed in the 
last Congress, apparently regardless of the equi­ 
ties of the situation or the general public bell- 
fit which might follow any exception made in 
any particular case. This measure should lie 
by us kept in favor, and we should be ready at 
any time to render all proper aid in advancing 
this work, when due time shall have made its 
importance as apparent to all State interests us 
it has been plain to the entire trude interests of 
this city. 
There were two important measures cham­ 
pioned by this Board. One was a joint effort 
with State Engineer Ilall, made at its suggestion, 
to lmvc the appropriation made by Congress 
spent on the Sacramento river. Also, to have 
passed the bill introduced by Congressman 
iudd, appropriating an additional $500,090 for 
the further improvement of the rivers and 
tributaries of this State. Tlie delay in these 
matters has, no doubt, been partly caused by a 
division among ourselves as for what particular 
purposes such moneys should be expended. 
There should now be unity of action. Litiga­ 
tion has settled the disputed points, and those 
successful communities that have been so 
long contesting should now demand the judi­ 
cious expenditure by the Government of the 
money for the purposes for which it was appro­ 
priated, also the sums asked for to be likewise 
expended, and thereby secure the moral sup­ 
port, as well as the protection, of the State and 
Government which such an expenditure would 
naturally guarantee. 
This Board lues once, during the year, been 
compelled to ioin hands with other poims in op­ 
posing the efforts of the metropolis to induce the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company to m ake San 
Francisco the only terminal point in this State. 
She failed iu her efforts, but tlie trade of the 
two cities agree to the proposition that the fuU 
slocks carried by both markets rail for more 
business territory. 1 believe that my intercourse 
with the trade o fth is city bears me out in the 
conclusion that the tradeof this city is ’n a very 
satisfactory condition. Very few houses have not 
held their own, and some have increased their 
trade during the past year ten to twenty-five 
percent. This growth is based on the fact of a 
gradual growth of trail-’ in the newer localities 
of the northern portion oi the State a rd a simi­ 
lar condition in the section south and southeast 
of us. The progress of the 8an Joaquin and 
Sierra Nevada Railroad made by our citizen, Mr. 
Birdsall, is opening up a new section which 
some of us are finding profitable to deal with. 
In fact, a general movement all along the line 
for that and similerdisputed territory will afford 
all profit or amusement, and will convince the 
metropolis of tlie acceptability of more business 
territory in the direction of Oregon or any other 
country, more forcibly than all the logic of our 
language. 
We would say that our arrangement with the 
San Francisco Board of Trade providing for 
joint action of the two Boards in matters of fail­ 
ures, etc.. lias been very harmonious a.id satis­ 
factory. Ex líense and loss have been saved 
to both trades, and those subject to financial 
trouble have fared better and hud 'css annoy­ 
ance. 
The permanent establishment of the ‘‘Immi­ 
gration Association of Northern California,” 
with its head office here, is the result of the ef­ 
forts of this Board in the direction of inducing 
immigration here, the naturally growing de­ 
mand for such effort, coupled with a timely call 
tor a «inference by the Record-Union oí 
this city, made at an auspicious period, and ap­ 
proved a: it was by the prompt support of tlie 
pres.» ami leading representatives ol most all the 
sections interested. Dr. Latham, the Secretary, 
can now lie found at work at the olfiee, located 
at 829 Second street, near the depot. He has for 
some time Leen engaged preparing a general re­ 
view of the northern portion of the State, its 
peculiar and valuable climatic advantages over 
all countries and sections, its general availabili­ 
ties, etc. He lias called ■ n the several counties 
tor their special data and -upjmrt. has his eorre- 
spondenee well i:i hau l, and is prepared for 
business, (’all on him Lc conference and refer 
visitors from the interior and Ea t to liiu). Al­ 
ready he li.es letters of inquiry from parties in 
the southern portion of Die state asking aliout 
lauds of tuis section which are heid foi sale or 
rental. 
There have been oilier measures suggested fur 
our action, but some of tlieut have been of such 
special or general character that it was deemed 
proper to refer action on them to the “ Citizens’ 
Association” of this city 
The present local 
business d -pri sslon, caused to a great decree by 
the late discharge of mechanics Iroia the rail­ 
road shops located here, reminds us of the im­ 
portance of holding out inducements to other 
enterprising m anufacturers to locate am org us, 
as such accessions to a community gives its 
local business life regularity and permanency. 
There arc 9ome measures pending of a local in­ 
terest, and some of a.stale interest, subject to 
local influence ; but, being more or 1> ss of a 
serious political character, it is deemed better to 
leave them subject to your good judgment, and 
ask that your individual efforts lie made lor 
them os you deem their general public interest 
and importance demand. 
There are now two matters pending for ap­ 
proval and action by this Board at this meeting, 
or bv the new Directorship of this Board. 
(Tlie speaker here referred to the Importance 
of s i arranging that immigrants may have an 
opportunity upou arriving here to see the in­ 
ducements offered by the Northern California 
Immigration Association before goingelsewhere. 
and concluded his remarks as follow.-:] 
The other measure referred to is the pa-sage 
by the next Legislature of a general Skat - law 
having in view the relief of the poor. The How­ 
ard Benevolent Association ol this chy, alter 
twenty seven years of faithful, charitable work, 
calls on all such organizations asours to demand 
the passage of such a law, that communities 
having a due regard for Hie wants of the aged, 
infirm and temporary helpless can avail them ­ 
selves of its provisions to place tbe burden on all 
interests of such communities, instead of over-1 
tasking the charitably disposed, whose well- 
known regards for the iieed- of humanity make 
them objects of constant charities, ofteu in a 
line of duly belonging w holly to a neglectful 
public. I commend these two measures to the 
prompt deliberation of your thoughtful, conser­ 
vative body. 
At the conclusion of the address the 
annual reports of the Secretary and other 
officers vrrre read, accepted and ordered 
placed on lile. 
A communication from Richard Dale, 
President of the Howard Association. was 
also read, setting lorth the urgency for n:d 
to the efforts of that society for relief of 
the poor, and recommending that the 
Hoard of Trade take measures looking to 
the enactment of a law at tlie approaching 
session of the Legislature authorizing the 
levying of an annual tax by the Boards of 
Supervisors, of not to exceed three cents on 
each $100, to be used by the Board for sup­ 
plying necessaries for tiic i>oor. 
A. S. Hopkins warmly supported the 
recommendation, and at th ■ conclusion of 
his remarks, a motion was adopted in­ 
structing the Secretary of the Board to 
draw up a lull to be presented to ihe Ilegis­ 
lature, embodying the suggestions made, 
and also for the appointm~nt of a commit­ 
tee of three to confer with the legislative 
members from this county upon the sub­ 
ject, and to do all in their power in furth«r- 
ancc of the passage of the proposed hill. 
A. S. Hopkins, W. I’. Coleman and Joseph 
llalin were appointed as the committee for 
‘ that purpose. 
i 
A motion was made and adopted, extend­ 
I ing the thanks of th« Board to Mr. Steffens 
.’ for his faithful services as President of the 
j Board during the ¡vast year. 
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Im portant Sleeting C oncerning th e State 
Issuing th e T ext-B ooks. 
The State Board of Public Instruction, as 
constituted under the amendment to the 
Constitution just adopted, met lor the first 
timeyesterday. It consists at present of Gov­ 
ernor Stoneman, Superintendent AA'elcker, 
Professor Allen, Principal of the State Nor­ 
mal School at Sun Jose, and Professor 
More, Principal of the Normal School at 
Los Angeles. The meeting was called prin­ 
cipally for consideration o í the matter of the 
State publishing the public school text­ 
books, as required under tlie constitutional 
amendment. Assistant Superintendent A. 
AVelcker acted as Secretary of the Board. 
Before taking up the text-book question, 
educational diplomas were granted toThos. 
A. Vest, of Contra Costa county ; Minnie 
Lewis, Sun Joaquin; F. AV. Ritter, San 
Joaquin; 
Rosetta M. Montgomery, San 
Joaquin; Job AVood, Jr., Monterey, and 
Moliie B. Johnson, of this city. 
'I’he subject of text-books was then con­ 
sidered at length, both the nature of the 
books and the number which should belong 
to each series. At the time of adjournment 
last evening the following plan had been 
decided upon : The readers to be three in 
number, the Third Reader to be the high­ 
est, and to be without cuts, unless to have 
cuts would not materially add to the cost. 
The Second Reader should not have more 
than twenty pages devoted to cuts, and the 
First Reader not more than thirty pages. 
It was determined that there should be 
two arithmetics, with a supplementary 
book of examples. 
It was tlie sense of the Board that one 
hook, consisting of a spellerand word anal­ 
ysis, not exceeding 150 pages, should be 
compiled. 
The language series, it was determined, 
should consist of two books only. 
The 
first, a work on language lessons; the sec­ 
ond. a grammar, to ho studied only by 
scholars well advanced. Tlie work on lan­ 
guage lessons is to consist of from 150 to 
175 pages, and the grammar to be about 200 
pages. 
it was determined tiiat a brief history o! 
the United States, having no cuts of battles 
and consisting of 400 pages, witli a few 
necessary maps and illustrations, should be 
compiled. 
Geographies, and other text-books especi 
ally provided for by law, will be considered 
to-day, to which time the Board then ad­ 
journed. 


S t e a l in g a R i d e .—Yesterday morning 
four men, who had been arrested Rere on 
suspicion that they had been connected 
with Ednmnd Shay in committing a Lurg- 
lary, were discharged from the city jail, 
and, as they did not seem to be a desirable 
lot of citizens, they were ordered to leave 
town immediately or run the risk of an 
arrest for vagrancy.
